Oo Monday the llth, at 8 p. m., we heard 
shouting and rejoicing on sbore, nnd soon 
found that the canoes containing those we 
Were Writing for had arrived, and our Cap- 
tain dispatched the Purser to ascertain the 
news ; although we lay close in shore, it 
was more than an hour before he could reach 
it ia consequence of the strong current which 
carried the boat several miles: north of Port 
Nesington City. On the morning of the 12th, 
when receiving on board the ‘boys!’ just 
arrived, and .a woe—begone crawd they 
looked ; the bear skin soup they had been 
‘iving on for several’ days must have so 
nfeted some of them ns to make them ie 
recognisable. Kut they were soon at home 
on board the Otter, aud appeared thankful, 
and at a loss to find Ianguage sufficiently 
strong to express their gratitude to Mr. M 
Ireland, Mr. Feak, aud Capt. Lewis, for the 
timely aid sen¢ them. In weighing anchor 
on Tuesday mornirg, they collected on deck 
fur the purpose of giving three cheers to Mr 
Feak and Capt. Lewis, and it was done with 
a willingness, but they lacked the power of 
our ‘'Tiger’’ boys, to doit as they desired. 
After a short and pleasant run we anchored 
about two miles off Woodcock's, and the 
reusun given by-the Captaia for doing so 
Was, to prevent any one getting on board 
without tckets, as had been done on his 
previous trip. I Went ashore and found ali 
astir,,and preparation going ou for the trip 
to Viciorin; here a stranger to a mining 
camp could see and learo much ot the habits 
and life of a miner, The successful miner 
felt here amongat bis chums that he was a 
man of importance, and generally conducted 
himself accordingly, and.you could select 
cim and the one that was flat broke without 
much diffculty They all expsessed them- 
sels well satisfied with the treatment they 
received at Mr. Woodcock's, and were loud 
in their praises of the good tablejhe kept ; so 
much 80, that many remain therein prefer 
ance to coming down to Victoria, while not 
a few will return with the Otter in January, 
to atuy until such times as the river will be 
open I was informed tuat twenty miners 
would remain at Woodcock's, and from 30 to 
40 would live in small houses and cabins 
in the neighburhood, as they can live much

A Trip in the Douglas to Comox 
and Ports on the Route. 


Victoria, Dec, 23; 1871. 

Evitog Sraxparp,—Allow me permission 
to lay before the public some of the events of 
my tourto Comox. [need not describe the 
scenery, for though 2ew and interesting to 
me, | presume most of your readers have 
either visited that locality themselves, or 
read more graphic descriptions of its peculiar 
characteristics than I am at preeent prepared 
to give. We left Victoria on Tuesday, the 
12th inst., the cabin of the Douglas being 
literally full of pasgengers, and the deck 
piled bigh with freight. 

; 1 FOUND NANAIMO 
a very interesting and romantic town, but as 
the weather was ratber wet and stormy, we 
had not a very favorable opportunity of view- 
ing the scenery. 

We left Nanaimo early on Wednesday 
morning, and steamed away for Comox, 
calling nowhere till we arrived at our place 
of destination. In fact we were told that
